made a state park, repurchase to 
the hills that appear blue from a 
distance under certain weather con 
ditions, and which are covered with 
odd rock formations.

Crownhart Dissents With 


Opinion from Whole Bench 
of High Court 


Madison—OP)—In an opinion dis- 


senting 
from—that of 
the whole 


bench Justice Charles Crownhart, of 
the state supreme 
court disagrees 


with his contemporaries In the mat- 
ter of "inherent" jurisdiction. 


The court held that It had this 


power in deciding that it had ample 
jurisdiction to hear disbarment ac- 
tion against Raymond'' J. Cannon, 
Milwaukee attorney 
who was in- 


volved in the ambulance chasing in- 
quiry. Justice Crownhart's dissent- 
ing opinion -agrees 
that the court 


has jurisdiction, but disagrees on 
the source of the power. 


"If this court has inherent pow- 


ers then equally so may the other 
coordinate branches — the executive 
and the legislative—claim such pow- 
ers," said the dissenting 
opinion. 


"Each and all are above the consti- 
tution and have this mystical, unde- 
fined power 
and each, department 


may define such power for itself." 


The opinion then quoted opinions 


of two justices m the Zamous case 
between Governor Fashford 
and 


•overnor-elect Barstow in which the 
court's decision 
was based on the 


constitution. Justice Crownhart then 
said: "I hold*that the 'inherent'pow- 
ers have always been based on 'inci- 
dental' and 'implied' powers that are 
within the constitution. 


"I have never unerstood that this 


court ever heretofore 
had asserted 


powers in excess of its constitution- 
al powers," continued the opinion, 
which mentioned the disbarment ac- 
tion against Ole A. Stolen former 
Madison superior court judge. 
He 


said that here for the first time m 
disbarment proceedings the court as- 
serted the inherent power of courts. 


Power^ 
inherent 
in courts and 


arising by implication fronj the very 
act (constitution) of creating the 


court are power that are necessary 
to the functioning of the court, he 
said. <JBut the distinction 
between 


inherent powers which 
transcend 


the constitution 
and that 
which 


flows from the constitution is a dif- 
ference between despotic power and 
limited power. "I feel certain that 
the framers of the constitution never 
contemplated any 
inherent power 


nor did the people who adopted the 
constitution^ 


"For more than five years this 


court hag recognized the power of 
the legislature to regulate proceed- 
ings of attorneys. The present case 
is based on the statutes of the state. 
It is in the act of the legislature 
that created the board-Df bar exam- 
iners and gave this court power to 
appoint its members, which it did; 
it was under 
the same 
act that 


charges were preferred by the board; 
under it we appointed an attorney 
to prosecute the charges and a ref- 
eree to-take the testimony, at the 
expense of the state, under an ap- 
propriation from the legislature the 
funds were provided for the prosecu- 
tion. Even the oath of an attorney is 
provided by the statute, violation of 
which we hold is grounds for disbar- 
ment."

Yet 
they are constantly being called upon 
in patent suits5 for instance, to cram 
up in a matter of weeks or months 
on most abstruse scientific questions

STATIC IN COURT 


No scientific development of recent 


. times had been more prolific of ter- 
minology perplexing to a layman in 
science than radio.

Says Newton'D. Baker, a leading 


American 
lawyer: "Probably the 


greatest difficulty 
about the 
whole 


problem of crime has been our un- 
willingness to give our judges real 
power in criminal trials. 
We make 


them arbitrators of sparring matches 
between, lawyers, instead of real rep- 
resentatives of the dignities and rights 
of the state."

This is not so in England. There the 


•trial judge really conducts the case, 
and when the lawyers scrap over the 
rules of evidence or interfere unduly 
with the full and clear presentation of 
.testimony, the judge brushes them 
aside and questions the witnesses him- 
self. 


Our .criminal trials, are lawyers' 


battles; over legal technicalities and 
procedure, British criminal trials are 
efforts to 'discover the truth, and if the 
hired legal representatives of the de- 
fendants do not help in that process, 
they are at least restrained from inter- 
fering with it. No doubt this has much 
to do with the fact that .there is less 
crime and more regard for law in 
England than in present-day America. 


It will be hard, however,, to per- 


suade the legal profession and the pub- 
lic to confer more power on American 
judges until they make more use 
of 


the authority they already possess. It 
is the tolerance of our bench as much 
as the aggression of our bar that has 
built up this system of michievous 
custom and precedent which so often 
.thwart's justice.-Judges know what is 
wrong. 
Let them assert themselves 


more, and "to him that hath shall be 
given.". .

Every child should have a certain 


amount of privacy—of room, time 
and ownership. 


In a house where there Is more 


than one child it Is not possible, of- 
ten, to give each a room to himself. 
Yet we often see homes with two 
or three children In one room so that 
the family can have a guest-chamber 
that lies Idle almost from one year's 
end to the other. 


Too often It Is the biggest, sunniest 


room In the house. 


Babies and young children, accord- 


Ing to the time-honored custom, are 
persistently regarded as "extras" In 
the family budgeting of space ' and 
often are given an odd bed In some 
corner of a room occupied by other 
people. As they get older the thought 
of room space Is given more con- 
sideration. 
It should be reversed, 


however. No one In the family needs 
a room to himself so much. as the 
baby. This, of course, is for reasons 
of health. 


Every child adores his own room. 


It is something for him to live up to. 
It increases his selfrespect and gives 
him that static feeling, that psych- 
ologists tell us Is necessary as a 
foundation on which to build other 
desirable character traits.
